Beef Burs. 
Get* tw o pounds of round steak about 
one inch thick and pound out flat; then 
cut into strips tw o inches thick and 
six inches long. Make a dressing of 
stale bread, one egg, one onion, a 
small piece of butter, sage, salt and 
pepper to taste. Spread this dressing 
on strips of meat, roll up and pin each 
of the burs with toothpicks so as to 
hold them together firmly, so they will 
look like little roasts. P u f l u t t e r and 
lard in a kettle and brown nicely on 
both sides, then add w ater enough to 
cover. 
Simmer for one hour and a 
half. Enough dressing will boil out to 
m ake a nice brown gravy.
